License Court. 


President Judge Donald P. McPhereon 


and Associate Judges W. Howard Dicks 
and E. P. Miller, began license court at 
10:30 a. m. Friday. Jan. 14, the scheduled 
time under order of the Court. 


The attorneys first presented all appli- 


cations against which no remonstrances 
bad been filed. Thirty-seven applications 
were advertised, 31 for tavern license, 4 
for restaurants, one wholesale and one 
bottler. 


The five applications against which re- 


monstrances were filed were those of Chas 
A. Hamilton and Irvin E. Weaver, of York 
Springs, Hugh C. Hinkle, of Littlestown, 
Oliver Klinefelter and Gco. T. Hartzell. of 
Gettysburg. The only objection of any 
kind against licenses against which no re- 
monstrances were filed was in the case of 
Chas. Altland, of Abbottstown, the appli- 
cation locating the hotel in the borough of 
Berwick and it was objected to that there 
was no such borough and that there had 
been a change in the name of one of his 
bondsmen not noted in the petition." The 
question in this case was one of amend- 
ment, the name of the borough having 
been changed a few years ago from that of 
Berwick to Abbottstown. 


At the opening-of the afternoon session 


Judge McPherson announced that after 
consultation with his associates the dispo- 
sition of the applications against which 
were no remonstrances would be taken up. 
The Court was of the opinion that in every 
case where the applicant had fully compli- 
ed with the requirements of the law, that 
he had established a prima facie standing 
for the license, and in the absence of re- 
monstrances from the communities in 
which they were asked, in the absence of 
any knowledge on the part of the Court 
as to the fitness of applicant, and when the 
licensee had been receiving license from 
the Court, the application was granted. 
The Court then ready all the names of 
those to whom license was granted and to 
W lich there was no remonstrance except 
three. 


No order was made as to application of 


Chas. V. Eckenrode of Littlestown until 
the application of Hugh C. Hinkle had 
been disposed of. 


It is said that the Court had knowledge 


of the condition as to the Springs Hotel, 
that many of the contemplated improve- 
ments were as yet on paper, that until they 
materialized the Court was of the opinion 
the license should be withheld, so the ap- 
plication of A. H. B. Ring was continued. 
On account of the amendments needed in 
the matter of application of Chas Altland 
of Abbottstown, fie license was granted 
and rule awarded to show cause why li- 
cense should not be revoked for alleged err- 
ors in the application as to the name of 
borough and the bondsmen. 


The Court concluded his remarks by 


telling the licensees that licenses were 
granted to be exercised according to the 
provisions of the law. That it was to their 
advantage to ascertain all observance and 
govern themselves accordingly as in the 
event of a violation licenses were subject 
to revocation. The Court impressed upon 
them the observance of no sale, to men of 
known intemperate habits. The Court 
concluded that it was the earnest wish 
that licensees observe all the regulations 
of the law. 


Clashing among the attorneys is making 


a drawn out session of the license court, 
and up to the time of going to press no 
decisions have been made in regards to 
the granting of license to the places against 
which remonstiances were filed.

Trouble Began When Constabulary

Refrained From What Might Be 


Called "Highbrow" Writing. 


It is quite generally assumed that 


the great and the true are intrinsically 
too difficult for common understand- 
ings. I believe the assumption to be 
nonsense, Henry Sydnor Harrison 
writes in the Atlantic. If a man thinks 
he has a story to tell and deliberately 
sets to work to tell it in such a man- 
ner that only extraordinary and bril- 
liant persons can hope to follow him, 
that man is a dreary fool. 


But great novelists, whatever else 


they are, are never dreary fools; and 
their unapproachableness, when they 
are unapproachable, is never willful, I 
suppose, and never the proof of their 
greatness. To employ a manner and 
a narrative method which ordinary 
readers find quite impenetrable and 
even the most cultivated persons at 
times find irritating to the last degree 
—this is no mark of the good, but the 
limp in a great man's gait. 


To baffle, bewilder, frustrate and 


"lock up" the reader—this is a nov- 
elist's crime, no matter who commits 
It. And the fixed Lruth seems to be 
that the biggest episodes, charr.cters, 
conflicts, morals and meanings are 
not at all beyond tho mental grasp of 
ordinary persons; *%nd the greatest 
novelists have commonly and without 
effort, lodged their intentions in the 
minds of great masses of plain people.

a sieve, reheat in a double boiler, add- 
ing gradually a pint of milk and a cup- 
ful of cream, stirred in when boiling 
hot. Season with butter, pepper, salt 
and pinch of powdered mace. 


Almond and Celery Soup.—Cut in. 


fine pieces the whole of a bunch of 
celery, leaves and root. 
Add six 


pepper corns, a bay leaf, a tablespoon- 
ful of scraped onion or onion juice, a 
thin slice of lemon, a teaspoonful of 
salt, and a stick of cinnamon. 
Cover 


with a quart of. water and cook one 
hour. 
Strain and reheat, stirring In 


a cupful of cream, a teaspoonful each 
of flour and butter mixed to a cream, 
add a quarter of a cupful of blanched 
almonds that have been pounded to 
a paste; boil for two minutes after the 
nuts are added. Serve very hot with 
a spoonful of whipped cream sprinkled 
with a few finely shreddetl almonds. 
Serve with cheese crackers. 


Artichoke Soup.—Take four medium- 


sized artichokes, wash them, boil un- 
til tender, remove the skins, then chop 
very fine and add to some water in

three remaining charges were heard. A 
number of witnesses were heard and a large 
part of the stolen goods identified and re- 
turned to the owner. The two suit cases 
which were found in alley near the store 
were identified as the property of the Gitt 
store. In the suit cases were a number of 
pieces of underclothing, two shirts from 
the store and a suit and overcoat belong- 
ing to his father. These garments were 
worn by the lad and discarded for a new 
outfit. A lot of other articles were thrown 
away at different places such as watches, 
fobs, finger rings, etc., and were picked up 
by different parties. Out of the 6 watch- 
es stolen at the Gitt store 5 of them have 
been recovered. A dime-bank was found 
but the contents was missing, as was $6 
in money stolen from the Gitt store. A 
number of articles stolen from the Bort- 
ner coal office were also turned over to the 
authorities by Coombs. Coombs is also 
charged with the theft of two blankets be- 
longing to Charles Meckley, of near Han- 
over. In his pocket was also the follow- 
ing laconic letter from a pal: 


"Littlestown, Pa, Oct 21. 


*'Dear Friend: 


Job done. 
BiLL."

A memorandum was also found in a 


book in hi* pocket which contained many 
placet which be evidently intended to en- 
ter.

jail.

WM sentenced to the Penitentiary for a 
term of not less than three yeaw or more 
than ten vonrs.

To Adjust HighSchool Courses. 


A committee to take up the matter of 


adjusting the courses now being used in 
the first, second and third class high 
schools, was appointed at the meeting of 
the Adams County Principals' Association 
at Gettysburg on Saturday. The object 
of their work is to arrange the studies so 
that pupils going from one class of high 
school to another may do so without los- 
ing time, by having to make up work. On 
this committee were appointed Miss Helen 
Cope, principal of Gettysburg high school, 
Prof. D. W. Lehman, principal Arendts- 
ville high school, and Prof. Mummert, of 
East Berlin. There was a good attend- 
ance at the sessions. 


The farmer who wishes to sell his pro- 


ducts by parcel post, and the housewife

His condition became so serious that he 
was removed from the jail to the hospital 
on Monday afternoon and died at 9:30 
o'clock the same evening.

In 1536 a great reform in the treat- 


ment of gunshot wounds was made by 
Ambroise Pare, the father of French 
surgery. For some inscrutable reason 
such wounds had previously been re- 
garded as infected and therefore in 
need of cauterization with boiling oil 
or water. 
Once, in the absence of 


these antiseptics, Pare simply dressed 
some wounds 
without, cauterizing 


them, and on the following day he 
was agreeably surprised to find them 
in better conditions than wounds that 
had beeu treated with boiling oil. 
Thenceforth he abandoned and op- 
posed the barbarous practice. Soon 
afterwards he devised the ligature of 
arteries as a substitute for cauteriza- 
tion after the amputation of limbs. 


Bold and successful methods of 


treating wounds of the head and brain 
lesions were adopted by Berenger de 
Carpi a little later. 


The advancement of the healing art, 


however, was slow, and many queer 
remedies were employed, such as 
broths made of vipers and frogs, 
w7iich are mentioned in a medical trea- 
tise published in 1778. 


General Marbot has described the 


heroic treatment applied to his foot, 
in which gangrene had developed 
after it had been frozen on the battle- 
field of Eylau. He was held by four 
Caen while the surgeon cut out the 
gangrened parts as i£ he were remov- 
ing decayed portions of an apple. The 
surgeon then mounted a chair, satu- 
rated a sponge with hot, sweetened 
wine and let the liquid fall, drop by 
drop, into the hole which-he had ex- 
cavated. The pain was excruciating, 
and the general had to endure it every 
morning and night for a week, but 
his leg was saved. 


In the Crimean war 75,000 of the 


i'reiicli army of 300,000 men died of 
anthrax, scurvy, typhus and hospital 
fifection 
Death followed 91 per cent 


!3£ amputations of the thigh and 55 
per cent of amputations of the arm. 
The physicians and surgeons did their 
best, but they were too few, and the 
organization and equipment were de- 
fective. In May, 1855, there were only 
78 ambulance and field hospital sur- 
geons for an army of 108,000 men. 
Similar conditions prevailed in the 
Italian campaign (1859-1860). At Ma- 
genta each ambulance surgeon had 
175 wounded men to care for. At Sol- 
ferino each surgeon had 500 patients, 
so that even if he were able to work 
20 hours continuously, he could not 
give three minutes to each patient. 


The Crimean and Italian campaigns 


proved the necessity of a radical 
change in military surgery. 
This 


transformation has gradually been ac- 
complished, both in the administrative 
and in the medical and surgical fields.

The camera is carried aloft by the 


impulse of a rocket, the latter soar- 
ing skyward like an ordinary rocket. 
The head of the projectile consists of 
a thin metal shell containing a cam- 
era, while the section below holds 
a tightly packed parachute, the re- 
lease of which is effected by means 
of a time fuse, which can be set to 
go off at any desired altitude within 
the climbing limits of the rocket. At 
the proper time the parachute is re- 
leased and spreads, and is of suffi- 
cient area to hold the suspended cam-

Construction of Parachute Camera. 


era aloft for a considerable period. In 
order to keep the objective lens point- 
ed steadily in the right direction, a 
small gyroscope- is provided. It is 
said that the maximum turning move- 
ment is so nicely checked1 by the gyro 
that tlio swing does not exceed an arc 
of one degree. 


Plates seven inches square can be 


handled by the camera, and pictures 
can be taken from a height of nearly 
1,700 feet, with a field or arc of vision 
of quite 50 degrees. 
The modus op- 


erandi is both simple and ingenious. 
On the march the whole outfit, weigh- 
ing about 8SO poundr,, is borne by a 
special carriage. 
Part of the equip- 


ment is a launching frame, which 
guides the rocket at the time of its 
flight from the ground. The vehicle 
Is equipped with a range finder. Arriv- 
ing at the point of operations the 
range finder determines the direction 
and the angle at which the rocket is 
to be started on its journey. The 
gyroscope is set spinning by means 
of a weighted cord, which is unwound 
from the shaft of that device. With 
this little wheel spinning the rocket 
is ready for its trip aloft. 


The rocket is ignited electrically by 


means of a light cable from a distance 
of 300 feet. The initial discharge cuts 
loose the heavy weight, which sets 
the gyro spinning. 
The sscond elec- 


trical impMse ignites the 
rocket 


charge and starts the missile skyward. 
In about eight seconds an altitude of 
1,600 feet is reached. Shortly before 
the maximum elevation is attained an 
electro pneumatic contact at the top 
of the hood-shell operates the shutter 
and simultaneously frees the para- 
chute. As soon as the parachute ex- 
pands the rocket parts—the three sec- 
tions of which the apparatus Is com- 
posed being connected by a line thirty- 
odd feet long. 


Immediately under the parachute, as 


it floats in the air, is suspended the 
hood-shell containing the camera, and 
st thfe end of the line are hung the 
body of the rocket and the vaned 
guide-rod. 
As the whole equipment 


settles earthward the guide-rod strikes 
the ground first, and by thus light- 
ening the load on the parachute the 
camera descends slowly so that it 
can be either caught or brought to 
rest on the earth without jar. 


The whole affair presents ' but a 


very small target; it reaches its maxi- 
mum altitude in far too brief a span 
to be interfered with by gunfire; and 
even for the time of its downward 
drift is too short for effective prac- 
tice on the part of the enemy's marks- 
men. All that is necessary is to wait 
until the breeze or wind blows from 
the foa's direction so that the rocket- 
camera will be brought back to itf 
friends.

The results of the medical inspection of schools in Pennsylvania during 


the past few years has given a shock to those interested. 
The records o. 


the State Department of Health show that over 70 per cent of the children 
in fourth-class districts suffer from one or more physical defects. 


The sanitary conditions are also far from satisfactory. As a result of 


the work which has been done there bas been an awakening to the true con- 
ditions and an effort is being made in almost every quarter to better the 
conditions in the country schools. 


The reports of Commissioner of Health Samuel G. Dixon show that there 


ie an increasing interest in and demand for both medical and sanitary inspec- 
tion.

Austria-Hungary regarding the sink- 
ing of the Italian steamship Ancona, 
reveals a formal demand Ly the Unit- 
ed States for prompt denouncement of 
the "illegal and indefensible" act; for 
punishment 
of the submarine ec:n- 


mandcr and for reparation by the pay 
ment of indemnity for the killing and 
injuring of • innocent American citi- 
zens. 


These demands follow a statement 


informing Austro-Hungary that "the 
good relations of the two countries 
must rest upon a common regard lor 
ilaw and humanity." 
The 
note 
ar- 


raigns the shelling and torpedoing of 
the liner as "inhumane," "barbarous" 
and a wanton slaughter" of "helpless 
men, women ai» children." 


No attempt is made to conceal the 


fact 
that unless 
the demands arc- 


quickly complied with diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries may 
be severed. The note follows: 


"The Secretary of State to Ambas- 


sador Penfleld: Reliable information 
obtained from American, and other 
survivors who were passengers on the 
steamship Ancona shows that on No- 
vember 7 that a submarine flying the 
Austro-Hungarian flag fired a solid 
shot toward the steamship. 


"That thereupon 
the 
Ancona at- 


tempted to escape, but being overhaul- 
ed by the submarine, she stopped, 
that after a brief period and before 
the crew and passengers were all 
able to take to the boats the subma- 
rine fired a number of shells at the 
vessel and finally torpedoed and sank 
her while there were yet many per 
sons on beard, and that by gunfire 
and foundering of the vessel a large 
number of persons lest their lives or 
were seriously injured, among whom 
were citizens of the United States.

Treatment of Pyorrhea.
